Jay Le Febvre, board member and owner of Lone 
Coyotte/Dennis Real Estate, donated the suite of 
offices that are headquarters of the center. 

Ms. Dachos noted, “As soon as Richard Cohen 
was elected, even in his first month of his first term, he 
wanted to work with the Springfield Enterprise Center, 
which is an incubator, providing low or no rent for 
space, secretarial services, and computer access for 
newly formed businesses expected to move on to 
vacant space.”

Funding and office space were needed, and special 
thanks were given to Agawam Chamber of 
Commerce, United Cooperative Bank, Woronoco 
Savings Bank, and Le Febvre.

William McCollough, chairman of SCORE in 
Western Massachusetts, was present at the grand 
opening and told us, “We are counselors to small 
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businesses in start-up or ongoing. We have one-on- 
one counseling and offer two workshops. The first is 
"How to Start Your Own Business” and the other is 
“How to Make a Business Plan.” The latter addresses 
cash flow and how to measure it. 

"Martha Bennett, who works at the Springfield 
Enterprise Center, in Technology Park across from 
STCC, said, “We have approximately 50 counselors. 
Not all of them are retired. Some are in full-time busi¬ 
ness. They are all looking to give something back to 
benefit these small businesses.” 

There is no charge for a meeting and sessions last 
about an hour. Several sessions will be scheduled (if 
necessary). SCORE also works with both for-profit 
and non-profit oranizations. 

Fred Andrews, a center board member and director 
of the Springfield Enterprise Center, said, "I’m excited 
and pleased to see a successful opening after all the 
hard work and time that has been put into this won¬ 
derful community resource. This is a chance to pro¬ 
vide businesses in the Agawam area with advanced 
mentoring and counseling services to assist busi¬ 
nesses to grow and stay healthy. We are very fortu¬ 
nate to have this partnership with the city. Mayor 
Cohen is really a visionary. He and I cobbled this into 
reality with help from Deborah Dachos.” 


Melconian announces passage of 


early retirement package 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfieid) is pleased to announce that the legisla¬ 
ture has passed a measure to grant long-time state 
employees an early retirement incentive. The legisla¬ 
tion will help the state meet a $1 billion revenue short¬ 
fall while limiting layoffs. 

“We have a duty as legislators to cushion the hard¬ 
ship that a reduction in workforce will have on the 
families of the Commonwealth,” said Melconian. “The 
program has a number of benefits. It is voluntary, it 


assures that workers continue to receive an income 
and it does not put additional strain on the unemploy¬ 
ment system.” 

Modeled on a similar 1992 effort, House 4767, “An 
Act to Establish an Early Retirement Incentive 
Program and Make Related Appropriations for the 
Fiscal Year Ending June 30, 2002” offers an early 
retirement incentive for as many as 7,700 employees

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School Committee 
receives update on 
new computers

The Agawam School Committee received technol¬ 
ogy updates during its regular meeting Tuesday, 
January 8th, and was informed that more than 100 
personal computers had been purchased for the 
school system. 

The report was given by teacher education instruc¬ 
tion Jeff Hulbert and John Burns, who said that 27 of 
those PCs were purchased for elementary schools. 

“Sixteen of those are in classrooms and 11 were 
provided by a SPED (Special Education) grant,” said 
Hulbert, who added that internet wiring at Robinson 
School should be done soon. 

Fourteen PCs were added at the Middle School, 
bringing the student-to-computer ratio in computer 
labs to one-to-one. At the Junior High School, 22 PCs 
were added for classroom use, as well as 12 printers 
and seven scanners. 

At Agawam High School, Hulbert said 55 PCs, two 
black and white printers, and one color laser printer 
were purchased for the refurbished library, bringing 
the total number of PCs at AHS to 304. 

Burns said educational technology programs in the 
elementary schools is focused around proper key¬ 
boarding and the use of a children’s educational soft¬ 
ware program. 

“In fifth and sixth grades, each student takes a 
computer class on Introduction to Office,” said Burns. 
That program is continued more in-depth through 
grade eight. “In grades six - eight they’re learning 
Word, along with an introduction to PowerPoint and

The first 12 months of a baby’s life are an exciting 
time for parents who will witness their baby’s first 
smile, first laugh, and even its first steps. 

The next 12 months can be equally exciting, but 
also dangerous if safety isn’t foremost in the parents’ 
minds. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
checklist to help “babyproof your home: 

1. Are matches and cigarette lighters kept out of 
children’s reach or in a childproof container? 

2. Do family members have a rule never to hold a 
small child while handling hot liquids, such as a cup of 
coffee or a pot of hot water? 

3. Are hot liquids placed out of a child’s reach? 
Remember, young children will pull a tablecloth off a 
table. 

4. Are small children not allowed to play in the 
kitchen? 

Not only could they burn themselves on a hot 
stove, but an adult could fall over them while remov¬ 
ing a pan and carrying a heated substance from the

stove. 

5. Are electric outlet covers on all unused outlets? 

6. Are electric cords in good condition and out of 
reach of children, especially in the teething stage? 

7. Do family, members know never to leave a small 
child unattended in the bathtub? 

Not only could this create a drowning problem, but 
a potential scald burn also. 

8. Have you installed door stops and safety knobs 
to prevent children from opening forbidden doors? 
Remember to also use adaptable latches and locks 
for medicine cabinets and cabinets containing clean¬ 
ers or other poisonous substances. 

9. Additionally, consider the following: 

* Every baby should be strapped in an approved 
infant seat when being transported in a vehicle. 

* Children should also be strapped in when riding in 
a stroller. 

* Dangerous tools should be kept out of children’s

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Teachers, children, and the sad side of 

the Anne Sullivan story 


Agawam is justly proud of Anne Sullivan, the most 
famous person to come from her borders. Samuel 
Clemens (Mark Twain) described her as a miracle 
worker for being teacher to Helen Keller, who was 
blind and deaf. And this was the name, “Teacher,” by 
which Helen Keller - world-famous author, lecturer, 
and advocate for the disabled - called Anne Sullivan 
the rest of her life. 

Maria Montessori, the other internationally famous 
woman teacher of the past 200 years besides Anne 
Sullivan, was quoted as saying, “They say I am a pio¬ 
neer in education, but there (pointing to Anne Sullivan 
on the other side of the room at the conference) is the 
true pioneer.” 

Maria Montessori taught countless students and 
teachers. Anne Sullivan taught only one student who 
went on to bring a wonderful light to the world from 
inside her blindness and deafness. 

The sad side of the Anne Sullivan story is how she 
was treated in and by the community into which she 
was born, to the point where she was sent from it. 
Agawam, of course, cannot be solely blamed for the 
economic hardship she endured, but it is a sad per-

spective no matter how one looks at it. Perhaps Anne 
Sullivan ultimately came to terms with her relationship 
to Agawam, but there is no question the wounds she 
received from our community resulted in lifelong 
scars. 

There is a disturbing parallel between how our 
internationally acclaimed teacher was treated in 
Agawam, and how Agawam is now treating all our 
public school teachers. If Agawam has the lowest tax 
rate in Hampden County, and its teachers are very low 
on the County scale for teacher’s pay, what does it 
say about our common sense, let alone our integrity 
as a community? 

Words fail. Agawam is a community that loves its 
children and young adults deeply. One assumes most 
communities do, but those who know Agawam know 
children and young adults come first in Agawam’s love 
and concern. Yet it looks the other way, in essence, 
while our community keeps our teachers down. The 
platitudes fall like rain from government leaders show¬ 
ering us publicly with how much education is valued 
and that what teachers do is appreciated. Then our 
government shortchanges those into whose hands 


are placed our children's lives and their future 
prospects. 

Would Anne Sullivan be surprised by how Agawam 
treats its teachers? 

Teachers’ salaries impact directly almost all our 
children and young adults. This means whether or not 
one has a child or grandchild in the public schools, 
everyone is ultimately affected by the impact on the 
community. This is not just an issue for elected gov¬ 
ernment officials, but an issue for all adults to address 
because our collective integrity and well-being is at 
stake. 

I know why Agawam teachers have worked for 
less. Agawam’s children and young adults are a great, 
interesting, and spirit-filled group. Nevertheless, this 
would not excuse the community from paying for the 
value of the services received. Here is where I believe 
the common sense and integrity comes in. Concerned 
adults are needed to become conversant with the 
issues and communicate their opinion to elected offi¬ 
cials. The welfare of our children and young adults is 
at stake. Thank you for your time.

* Wells, pools, and cisterns should be well-protect¬ 
ed. 

* Plastic bags should be discarded or inaccessible 
to small children. 

* Firearms should be locked up, and ammunition 
should be locked away in a different location. 

* More than 700 varieties of household plants and 
flowers are poisonous when eaten. Therefore, keep 
plants out of children's reach.

by allowing them to add five years to their age or 
years of service (or some combination therein) for the 
purposes of calculating their retirement. 

In order to be eligible, employees must have either 
20 years of state service or 10 years of state service 
and be over age 55. Elected officials, public safety 
workers, municipal employees, and teachers are not 
eligible for the program. 

The legislation is expected to save the taxpayers 
$40 million in the current fiscal year, and $175 million 
in each of the next two fiscal years. Only 20 percent 
of vacant positions can be filed by new hires. 

“This legislation protects workers and the financial 
health of the Commonwealth,” said Melconian. “It 
addresses the need to reduce the number of state 
workers while limiting layoffs.” 

House 4767 was sent to the Governor’s desk and 
awaits her signature.

Celebration set for June 2005... 

Agawam getting an early start on 
its sesquicentennial celebration 


Agawam’s Sesquicentennial Committee is getting 
an early start on some of the events to be scheduled 
for the celebration of the 150th anniversary of the 
town's incorporation in 1855. It also marks the 370th 
anniversary of the first house built in Feeding Hills in 
1635. 

Most of the events will take place during the week 
of June 16-19, 2005, and will conclude with a parade 
on Sunday afternoon, June 19th. Agawam’s former 
Director of Music, Darcy B. Davis, will be organizing a 
parade for that day.

Most of the music for this event will be selected for 
relevance to Agawam’s history and have some con¬ 
nection with the events, people, places, or things in 
that history. The program will also include a few num¬ 
bers that would provide an especially good opportuni¬ 
ty for dance ensembles (even though they may not be 
related to the town’s history), but we would hope for 
some visual presentation in other numbers that will be 
performed by massed choruses and bands.

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Wh> was Jesus Christ baptized? 

When Jesus Christ was ready to begin His public 
ministry, the first thing He did was to seek out His 
cousin, John the Baptist, and to be baptized by him. 

Then Jesus came from Galilee to the Jordan to be 
baptized by John. But John tried to deter Him, 
saying, “I need to be baptized by You, and do You 
come to me?" Jesus replied, ‘‘Let it be so now; it 
is proper for us to do this to fulfill all righteous¬ 
ness.” Then John consented. As soon as Jesus 
was baptized, He went up out of the water. At that 
moment heaven was opened, and he saw the 
Spirit of God descending like a dove and lighting 
on Him. And a voice from heaven said, "This is My 
Son, whom I love; with Him I am well pleased. ” 

At first. John objected to Jesus’ plan. John’s objec¬ 
tion was reasonable, since John had received a reve¬ 
lation of some sort that His cousin, Jesus, was the 
Messiah whom he, John, had been proclaiming would 
come. John had said about Jesus, “I baptize you 
with water for repentance. But after me will come 
one who is more powerful than I, whose sandals I 
am not fit to carry. He will baptize you with the 
Holy Spirit and with fire. ” 

Although Jesus no doubt understood John’s con¬ 
cerns, He nonetheless insisted that John baptize Him, 
because it is proper for us to do this "to fulfill all 
righteousness." All this raises a question: why was 
Jesus Christ baptized? Baptism, after all, was some¬ 
thing sinners did, not the perfect Son of God. The rea¬ 
sons people were baptized don’t seem to apply to 
Jesus Christ. 

The act of baptism was an old Jewish religious rite. 
Originally it had the connotation of ceremonial cleans¬ 
ing associated with it. We know from the Dead Sea 
scrolls that the Qumran community also used baptism 
as a rite of initiation. John the Baptist further expand¬ 
ed the meaning of baptism to signal repentance from 
sin. Why then would Jesus be baptized, since He did 
not require ceremonial cleansing, initiation into a reli¬ 
gious community, or to repent from sin? 

The best answer to our question most likely comes 
from something which Jesus Himself said. Jesus 
asked John to baptize Him, "to fulfill all righteous¬ 
ness.” Normally, when we hear the word “righteous¬ 
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ness,” we immediately put a religious screen on our 
ears. But, when we do that, we may fail to capture the 
full meaning, or concept, of the word. 

The words righteous and righteousness do, of 
course, refer in part to one’s behavior and character. 
Most people have an inkling of that. These words, 
generally speaking, are superlative terms meaning 
“good.” 

Righteous and righteousness don’t only refer to a 
person’s behavior or character, however. It describes 
the nature of the relationship between two or more 
people, or between people and God. In some cul¬ 
tures, people speak of “being right” with somebody. In 
this usage, righteous or righteousness are superlative 
terms referring to good relationships. 

Perhaps, when Jesus said to John that He wanted 
to be baptized "to fulfill all righteousness,” He was 
saying that He wanted to open up a path for people to 
“get right” with God. For far too long, sin had caused 
separation between God and people. God had deter¬ 
mined to close that gap. 

Some people mistakenly think that God is only 
interested in a small, or narrowly defined, group of 
people. Nothing could be farther from the truth. When 
Jesus came to establish a “right relationship” between 
people and God, He came to make it possible for 
everybody to “get right” with Him. 

The original apostles of Jesus were among those 
who mistakenly thought that God cared only for a 
select group of people. In their case, they thought God 
only cared about Jewish people. But it wasn’t long 
before the Holy Spirit, through a combination of spe¬ 
cial revelations and interesting circumstances, 
showed the Apostle Peter how wrong he was about 
that. 

Then Peter began to speak: "I now realize how 
true it is that God does not show favoritism, but 
accepts people from every nation who respect 
Him and do what is right. You know the message 
God sent to the people of Israel, telling the good 
news of peace through Jesus Christ, who is Lord 
of all. You know what has happened throughout 
Judea, beginning in Galilee after the baptism that 
John preached - how God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Spirit and with power, and 
how He went around doing good and healing all 
who were under the power of the devil, because 
God was with Him. ” 

Why was Jesus Christ baptized? “To fulfill all 
righteousness.” Jesus Christ was baptized to close 
the gap which sin has caused between people and 
God, so that each and every one of us could enjoy, 
and receive the full benefits of, “being right” with God.

shift in a section of sidewalk may cause someone to 
stumble or fall.

Influenza (flu) is a very contagious disease of the 
respiratory tract. Symptoms include sudden fever, 
muscle aches, general body weakness, and 
headaches. The elderly, pregnant women, and those 
with chronic medical problems and weakend immune 
systems are at high risk. 

The most dangerous complication of the flu is 
pneumonia. Therefore, it is recommended that per¬ 
sons over age 65 also receive a pneumonia vaccine. 
People who are allergic to eggs or have had an 
adverse reaction to the vaccination in the past should 
not get the shot. Neither should infants younger than 
six months-old. Individuals with a history of Guillain- 
Barre Syndrome should consult their physician prior 
to receiving the vaccination. 

After having received the flu vaccine, you might 
experience some side effects. The most common is a 
sore arm and may last for a day or two. Other effects 
can include mild fever, headache, or chills. If these 
symptoms persist or worsen, you should consult your 
physician.

With the new year upon us, millions of Americans 
are renewing their resolutions to lose weight, and this 
time, they really mean it! With all our good intentions 
comes the possibility of gaining even more weight. I 
have found the obesity rate in the United States has 
been increasing each and every year. In 2000, an 
estimated 38.8 million U.S. adults were obese, an 
increase of 49 percent from 1990. That’s a lot of fat! 

Over 300,000 lives could be saved each year if 
everyone got to and maintained a healthy weight. 
There are so many choices for us to make and so 
many obstacles standing in our way. I will highlight 
what has worked for me and add a few suggestions to 


The negative effects 
of prolonged bed rest... 

Years ago, bed rest was readily described for back 
pain. Current research finds that prolonged bed rest 
can have very negative effects on overall health. 
Muscles atrophy quickly, and if injury had occurred, 
scar tissue and adhesions develop. 

A fascinating study was conducted 30 years after 
an initial study. In 1966, five healthy 20 year-old men 
underwent 20 days of bed rest followed by eight 
weeks of dynamic training. The researchers wanted 
to see how quickly the men would lose aerobic capac¬ 
ity with bed rest. After 20 days, the men become seri¬ 
ously de-conditioned. 

Recently, a group of researchers decided to look at 
the experimental subjects 30 years later to see how 
they fared over the decades. They found that time 
had not been kind to these men in some respects. 

Over 30 years, their body weight had increased 25 
percent and their percentage of body fat has 
increased 100 percent. They had suffered decreases 
in maximum oxygen consumption, maximal heart 
rate, and maximal stroke volume. 

The remarkable finding of this study is that the 
observation of three weeks’ bed rest in 1966 caused 
a greater deterioration in cardiovascular and physical 
work capacity than did 30 years of aging. 

So, prolonged bed rest can cause major problems 
down the road. (Obviously, a day or two can some¬ 
times help rest an injured joint, but any more can 
cause detrimental effects.) 

Bottom line - if any research study wants to use 
you for prolonged bed rest, don’t do it! You’ll will pay 
for it 30 years later!

Low carbohydrate dieting has been successful for 
me. I eat according to the Atkin’s Plan, which is basi¬ 
cally protein, fats, and little carbohydrates. I have 
incorporated an exercise program into my daily life 
which includes 40 minutes on the treadmill performed 
to AC/DC’s “Back in Black” CD - gets me revved up 
and keeps me going. I also have a Chuck Norris work¬ 
out machine, which, for the money, is great. 

Some other suggestions for weight loss would be 
to try 7-Keto Naturalean. This product produces per¬ 
manent weight loss. Every person's weight has a “set 
point” that makes it difficult to lose weight beyond a 
certain level. 7-Keto (the proven safe form of DHEA) 
produces permanent weight loss because it is able to 
lower that set point.

An extract made from northern white kid¬ 
ney beans, called Phaseolamin, may be effective in 
weight loss due to its ability to reduce absorption of 
carbohydrate calories. 

Then there is always the old stand-by, Apple Cider 
Vinegar as well as grapefruit capsules. I don’t know 
how these work, but some of my customers rave 
about them. I figure, what the heck, try them. The 
thermogenics are another category, most of which 
include the herb Ephedra, caffeine, and aspirin. This 
type works but should be taken responsibly under a 
physician’s supervision and used for a short period of 
time.

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New releases for the new year... 

“Happy New Year” to all AAN readers! Recently, I 
have watched a few newer releases that I thought I 
would review for you. Before you rent, read on! 

* “Cast Away”: 2001. Rated PG-13. 

The usually reliable Tom Hanks stars in this story 
about a man named Chuck Noland, a punctuality- 
obsessed Federal Express engineer who finds him¬ 
self stranded for four years on a deserted island after 
his plane crashes into the Pacific on Christmas Eve. 
Helen Hunt also appears in, quite frankly, a wasted 
role as Noland’s girlfriend/fiancee, Kelly. 

The major problem with this picture is the subject 
matter. I mean, clearly, we have all seen this story 100 
times or so before. 

We all remember Gilligan and we all realize that 
TV’s “Survivor” both played obvious roles in this re¬ 
run of a film’s inception. Immediately, I see nothing but 
a fad cash-in. 

Unfortunately, the film does little to prove me 
wrong. The miscast Hanks never really convinces me 
of his solitude. This is due to director Robert 
Zemeckis’ attempts at inserting inappropriate comedy 
into the film. 

Consequently, Hanks’ character spends a lot of 
time cracking jokes ... to himself! He does, however, 
befriend a volleyball named “Wilson.” Really, folks, a 
volleyball. 

I also see Helen Hunt’s talent squandered in what 
amounts to a very miniscule role with little room for 
character develpment. Actually, “Wilson” proves to 
have more character than the human actors do! 
These failures are quite surprising considering the 
track record of the director and cast. 

Aside from some obvious fake horizon panoramas, 
the photography is the high point, especially during 
the plane crash (which was remarkably well done). 
Also worth noting is the fine effects job done to 
demonstrate Noland’s weight fluctuations from heavy- 
set to very thin. 

This film is one of those examples where the script 
should’ve been shelved before principal production

Watch for one scene in particular; when there is a 
huge brawl between the T-Rex and another dinosaur. 
This is one of the high points of the film’s photography. 

A final aspect of the film that pleases me is that the 
kids could watch it. An adult should be present, but 
kids will eat up the scares! Maybe you will, too. Here 
is a good example of the fair balance between quality 
and hype. 4 STARS. 

* “Planet of the Apes”: 2001. Rated PG-13. 

“Batman” director Tim Burton takes yet another 
stab at the science fiction genre with this all-new fea¬ 
ture film version of the classic 1970’s movies and sub¬ 
sequent TV series. Much of the nostalgia of the old 
special effects is prevalent in the new rendition. 

As you might imagine, the make-up and set design 
are quite elaborate and breathtaking in the film. Mark 
Wahlberg delivers a surprisingly convincing perform¬ 
ance as the marooned astronaut. Movie veteran Kris 
Kristofferson also appears in the film as one of many 
human captives. 

Aside from some campy “humanlike” personifica¬ 
tions from time to time and some needless simian 
banter, the film, as a whole, fires on most of its cylin¬ 
ders. The only other tainted facet of the film is the typ¬ 
ical and too-expected ape-versus-human war 
sequence, which creates some ambiguity regarding 
the hero's wartime tactics. 

Burton’s decision to team with his “Batman” stable- 
mate Danny Elfman on the soundtrack also proved to 
be a great judgement. Also surprising was the plot 
twist that delivers a surprise ending of sorts. (Of 
course, I won’t play spoiler!) 

Fans of the old series and a new generation alike 
will marvel at this fine science fiction spectacle that 
demonstrates textbook direction, fantastic cinematog¬ 
raphy, and great vision!

“The Food

A special dinner and dessert... 

We should always try a new twist when we make 
an old favorite dish. The Red Lion Inn is famous for 
their Indian pudding. This treat is traditionaly made 
with cornmeal and molasses. Let’s try a twist and 
change the flavor just a little. 

When you are cooking your cornmeal, try adding 
some dry cherries. To a 2 C recipe, try adding a 1/2 C 
of dried cherries. Also, instead of molasses, use real 
maple syrup for a sweetener. When making this 
dessert, I use light cream instead of water to cook the 
cornmeal. (Just remember - when you cook with milk 
or cream, add a touch more and lower your tempera¬ 
ture so that you do not burn the product.) 

So, here is my rendition of Indian pudding: 4-1/2 C 
light cream, 1 C of fine-milled cornmeal (not corn 
flour), 1 TSP salt, 1 C dried cherries, and 1/2 C maple 
syrup (you can add more later if you want the finished 
product to be sweeter). Always taste and adjust your 
seasonings. Bring 3 C of the cream to a simmer and 
mix the rest of the cream with your cornmeal. Now, 
add the cornmeal to the rest of the liquid. (You have to 
stir this constantly.) Now, add the cherries and the 
maple syrup. Continue to cook over a low heat for 
about 5 minutes. 

After cooling slightly, you can transfer to 
microwave-safe bowls; it’s easier to heat just before 
serving this way. When serving, just heat to desired 
temp. Drizzle with some extra maple syrup, and crown 
with some rich vanilla ice cream. I think you will agree 
that this one is a keeper. 

I gave you dessert first, so what’s for dinner? Why 
not a nice chicken paprika served over rice? Take 
three whole chicken breasts (trimmed and slivered for 
cooking). Cook the chicken quickly over medium-high 
heat and place into a bowl for later (no sense in mak¬ 
ing another pan dirty). Now, into the saute pan, add 2 
TB butter, one small onion (finely chopped), 4 TB of 
good paprika, and a 1/2 lb. of sliced mushrooms 
(already cooked). 

Now, return the chicken and all the ingrediants to 
the pan. Add 1 C chicken stock and simmer until 
almost all of the stock has been absorbed. Now, add 
1 C sour cream. If too thick, add a little cream to thin 
out the sauce. Simmer to blend the flavors for only a 
minute or so. Serve over noodles or white rice.

When making white rice, use a premium rice - you 
can notice the difference (Minute Rice doesn’t qualify; 
I like Uncle Ben’s). Rinse the rice several times in cold 
water, and then add the correct amount of water to 
cook the rice. It is always 2 to 1 - 2 C water to 1C of 
rice. Enjoy!

Media Specialist assists 
teaching students and faculty 
on a variety of subjects

As the Agawam Junior High School Library Media 
Specialist for the last five years, Karen Shugrue said 
she enjoys the responsibility of being a “co-teacher” 
and working with the seventh- and eighth-graders on 
a daily basis. 

Mrs. Shugrue’s job entails teaching library and 
technical skills to the students, as well as to the teach¬ 
ers, maintaining the collection of books, databases, 
and internet sources. 

“This is a fun job because I am always doing so 
many different things,” Mrs. Shugrue said. “Every day 
is different and it’s a nice balance to have between 
resources that are available in the library.” 

When referring to herself as a “co-teacher,” Mrs. 
Shugrue explained she assists teachers with all sub¬ 
jects, including English, science, social studies, art, 
health and foreign languages. 

In addition to assisting the teachers with subject 
matters, Mrs. Shugrue also oversees the computer 
lab, as well as trains the students to learn online data¬ 
bases and power point instructions. Mrs. Shugrue 
said the library also has a collection of braille books, 
online CD’s, and encyclopedias. 

“We offer online data bases available from all the 
Massachusetts library centers,” Mrs. Shugrue said. “I 
also have a flexible schedule for training." The teach¬ 
ers often meet with Mrs. Shugrue where they plan the 
most effective way to teach the students (by choosing 
appropriate sites on the internet). “The situation with 
the teachers, staff and students is wonderful here,” 
Mrs. Shugrue said. “They are always open to ideas 
and it is really fun to work with those who aren’t so 
familiar with technology. I encourage technology use 
for all the teachers and their students and I enjoy 
doing this!” 

Mrs. Shugrue also assists teaching students by 
performing “book talking." She takes a handful of 
books on the subject at hand and takes the time to 
make recommendations and explain how the books 
can be helpful for learning. “At the Junior High School, 
I believe the students are very well read and they 
enjoy this kind of interaction,” Mrs. Shugrue said. “I 
like helping the students,” Mrs. Shugrue said. “The 
students in Agawam are always polite."

Prior to her current position as a library media spe¬ 
cialist, she taught the sixth grade for four years at the 
Middle School and was later a science teacher at the 
Junior High for 14 years. “I still love teaching science," 
Mrs. Shugrue added. “I always liked science and I 
took science classes by choice.” 

When the opportunity to become a library media 
specialist became available at the Junior High, Mrs. 
Shugrue said she didn’t want to pass up the opportu¬ 
nity, as it gave her the chance to incorporate her 
teaching experiences. 

“The job opening (as a library media specialist) also 
gave me the opportunity to incorporate changes in 
science technology with computers,” Mrs. Shugrue 
said. “The sites on the internet provide up-to-date 
information.” 

Another reason Mrs. Shugrue decided to be a 
library media specialist was after she attended a pro¬ 
gram through the national science program, called an 
“Event Based Science Program." 

She explained that the program was based on 
hypothetical situations involving research and hands- 
on experience with computers. 

The program gave Mrs. Shugrue insight as to what 
a library media specialist could offer to the teachers as 
well as the students. 

Mrs. Shugrue’s formal education includes a bache¬ 
lor's degree in elementary education with a kinder¬ 
garten through eighth-grade certification from the 
University of Massachusetts (UMASS), a master’s 
degree in library science from Bridgewater State, and 
courses at Westfield State College and UMASS that 
certify her in science. 


When asked about the most challenging aspects of 
her job, Mrs. Shugrue said it’s a challenge to maintain 
a welcoming atmosphere of the library for both the 
faculty and the students. 

She also mentioned that it is a challenge to decide 
the best way to use the limited budget for the library 
(when deciding how much money should be spent on 
books, software for online publications and other 
library materials). “The challenge is to get the maxi¬ 
mum amount of usage out of each budgeted dollar,” 
Mrs. Shugrue said. Although Mrs. Shugrue said she 
misses being a science teacher, she said she has the 
opportunity to teach a variety of topics in the library. 
“Here I can teach a variety of many subjects and I 
have more freedom,” Mrs. Shugrue said. 

As a library media specialist, she said she has had 
the pleasure of working with some wonderful assis¬ 
tants who help run circulation and assist the students 
with computers. 

Mrs. Shugrue’s current assistant is Mary Avery, 
who is a former student and has been assisting Mrs. 
Shugrue for the last two years. 

“Mary has been a big help and allows me to have 
more free time to work with the teachers and the stu¬ 
dents,” Mrs. Shugrue said. “The administration has 
also been very good with providing the library with 
some of the best technology. “They have been very 
cooperative and supportive.” 

Mary Avery, a lifelong resident of Agawam, told us, 
“I enjoy working with Karen (Mrs. Shugrue). She is 
very outgoing and has a dynamic personality. I also 
have the opportunity to work with former teachers, 
who are now my co-workers.” 

In her free time, Mrs. Shugrue said she likes gar¬ 
dening, traveling and “sculling" down the river. 
Sculling is a term used for row-boating. 

“It’s very peaceful," Mrs. Shugrue said. “I also read. 
Reading is my homework, it validates me.” 

Mrs. Shugrue also talked about an accelerated 
reading program that collaborates with the library and 
is open to all seventh- and eighth-graders. Mrs. 
Shugrue expressed gratitude towards Ryan James 
and Doris Delevo for their support with the reading 
program. 

She also mentioned how English teachers Erin 
Carrier, Theresa Ciarmatori, Laura Wray-Ramos, and 
Kathleen Cassanelli are all supportive with “book 
talks." 

As for the future, Mrs. Shugrue said the library is 
working on a web page that will include a collection of 
links to curriculums, references, and resources for 
students and teachers, and teacher assignment links 
with recommendations for websites to access at the 
school or at home. 

“Eventually, we would like to add a book review link 
written by students, that will be monitored. In the past, 
the library has also offered organized after-school 
book discussion groups with grant money,” Mrs. 
Shugrue said. “I look forward to participating in that 
again.”

Parents, kids, coaches, sports 


Wow! Even though the above title has just four 
words, it is power-packed and today, more than ever, 
those four components are being looked at, digested, 
and questioned. 

As a mother of three sons who each lettered in 
three sports and garnered accolades, believe me, I 
have been there. I have rejoiced in their successes 
and despaired over their failures. Their days of glory 
buoyed my spirits; their days of defeat allowed gloom 
and doom to overcome me. 

Yes, I lived vicariously through them. What parent 
hasn’t? At times, I wished to take away their hurt; at 
times, I wished to take exception with the coaches, or 
the refs and umpires who, I was certain, mis-called 
some important plays. And what parent hasn't felt like 
that, too? 

I enjoyed the camaraderie of other parents as I sat 
at the edge of my seat watching a game. We yelled 
together, we cheered, we felt as if we were out there 
playing the game. So, yes, I do know where a sports 
parent comes from. 

But, I must admit, that I still do not understand the 
extreme emotions and actions that envelop certain 
parents. By yelling and screaming incessantly at the 
umpires and refs, by lowering ourselves and calling 
them certain names, by blaming them constantly for 
our sons' and daughters’ receiving a T, aren’t we miss¬ 
ing something? Aren’t we maybe missing where the 
problem really lies? Are we looking at our children 
through rose-colored glasses? 

Isn’t it possible that our children could deserve the 
T, the strike, or whatever? Or, perhaps, they do not 
deserve the call; yet, isn't it possible that the ref or 
ump could have made a mistake just because he or 
she is human? 


As parents, and I know this is hard, we must keep 
things in perspective. We must remember, too, that 
we are the ones to whom our children look for guid¬ 
ance and support. We are the ones whom they will 
strive to emulate, yet what image are we presenting 
when we yell, scream, blame others, or even fight? 
Are we not giving our children licesne to act in the 
same manner? 


It is good to get involved, it is good to care, but let’s 
remember to care appropriately. Let’s remember to 
praise when praise is warranted, and to give con¬ 
structive criticism when that is warranted. I know it's 
frustrating to see your child “ride pine,” to languish on 
the bench, but instead of complaining, seek out the 


coach and ask why. Have your child talk to him. 
Remember, at the high school level, the coach is look¬ 
ing to win and in order to do so, s/he has to utilize the 
best players. How can yours become one of the best? 

Let your child strive to do that with practice and 
encouragement. If your child cannot stand the com¬ 
petition, then perhaps sports is not for him. That’s 
okay. There are other avenues of involvement. 

Ask yourself, is your child playing sports because 
he wants to or is he playing sports to please you? Are 
you always in his face after a game asking him why he 
did not do such and such, or do you try assess his 
playing in a non-threatening and constructive man¬ 
ner? 

I still remember my sons telling my husband and 
me that they so enjoyed their involvement in sports 
because my husband knew nothing about sports. He 
had no idea when the ball was dribbled well, when the 
pass was well executed, or when the ball was hit in 
the most effective manner. So, he smiled, gave 
encouragement, and watched every play. 

Groans could be heard around him, but not from 
him. After each game, he always congratulated our 
sons. After all, they tried; they did their best. Yet, he 
did commiserate, too. I remember my middle son 
telling me after a really tough football loss that, 
“Losing hurts more than winning feels good." 

So, we listened. We didn’t try to talk him out of his 
feeling. We allowed him to feel it, to look at his plays 
as objectively as possible, and then to suck it up and 
go on. We tried not to castigate, not to point fingers, 
but rather just to be there to listen. 

Don’t get me wrong. I, who have played sports, 
was not always as laid back as my husband. I even 
ran onto the football field once after my quarterback 
son was sacked! But I learned. I could not do for my 
sons. They had to learn to do for themselves. 

They had to learn to take responsibilities for their 
actions, and they could not learn that if the sole 
responsibility and/or blame were placed on the 
coaches, refs, umpires, or other team members. 
Tolerance and understanding came with the more 
games that we attended. We learned to count to 10. 

You know, the playing field of life is just like the 
playing field for sports. There, too, children are team 
players; they have to work together, take responsibili¬ 
ty for their actions, look at themselves with their eyes 
wide open, and work diligently in order to succeed. 

Then, too, you as parents have to respond on the 
field of life in the same manner you would on the field 
of sports. Support your children, be there for them, be 
realistic about their pursuits, give constructive criti¬ 
cism, be there for their failures, be there for their suc¬ 
cesses, and encourage them to take ownership of 
their actions, teaching them that blaming is counter¬ 
productive. 

On whichever field you are playing or watching, 
how you act will definitely make all the difference.

“Rosie Robotics” is ready at Agawam Higta

What is Rosie Robotics, you ask? What is it ready 
for? Rosie Robotics is the newest team at Agawam 
High School, and we are ready for the FIRST National 
Robotics Competition to begin. 

FIRST (For Inspiration and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) is a national design competition for 
high school students whereby engineers from industry 
team up with students to design, build, test, redesign, 
rebuild, retest, and ship a robot designed to compete 
in a game. All of this started on January 5th and will 
continue for the most hectic, confusing, and rewarding 
six weeks a person will ever spend working on a proj¬ 
ect (culminating in the ship date of February 19th at 
5:00 p.m.). 

FIRST is the premier organization of its type. 
Where else is robotics introduced to the high school 
student in such a way that the student is actually excit¬ 
ed to come to school, where “gracious professional¬ 
ism" is the key buzz word? Dean Kaman, the same 
guy who brought you Segway, started FIRST eight 
years ago in Manchester, New Hampshire because he 
saw a need to inspire students to pick up the pace in 
the sciences and technology arenas. 

The groundwork for Rosie Robotics was laid 15 
months ago at The Big E. Buzz Robotics (a team con¬ 
sisting of engineers from Hamilton Sundstrand Space 
Systems Int'l and students from Enrico Fermi High 
School in Enfield, CT) hosted an exhibition during the 
17-day run of the fair. It was during this exhibit when 


Kyle Henry asked his dad, “Why don’t we start a team 
at AHS?” 

After one unsuccessful attempt to introduce the 
program to the High School in 2000, another 
approach was tried with successful results. John 
Burns, Technology Head for the Agawam School 
System, and Dana Henry, a parent of a high school- 
aged student and an employee of Space Systems 
Int'l, got together with Bob Scagni, the coordinator of 
Buzz Robotics, over several cups of coffee and a 
vanilla Coke at Friendly’s and came up with a plan ... 
and Rosie was born. 

Rosie Robotics, named after the robot on the car¬ 
toon “The Jetsons," consists of students at the High 
School, engineers from Interstate Design Corp., par¬ 
ents, and teachers of the students. We even have a 
parent from West Springfield who is following us 
around and taking notes to start his own team in West 
Side next year when his child becomes a freshman. 

The team has been meeting weekly for the last 
month at IDC to go through the team-building exercis¬ 
es brought to us by Paul Bousquet, a corporate train¬ 
er at Hamilton Sundstrand. Bousquet has been instru¬ 
mental in teaching the team how to achieve consen¬ 
sus; how to brainstorm a project to get all the ideas up 
on the board; and then sift through them to see which 
ones fit and are useful. Ask any of the teammates 
what is the most important item to bring along to the 
Central American jungle, and they all should be able 


to tell you a machete. 

The only area the team needs to fill at this point is 
the funding. It takes anywhere from $5,000 to $20,000 
to adequately fund a team. If a team attends two 
Regional Competitions and is skilled enough to win 
one of those events and qualifies for the Nationals in 
Orlando, the costs elevate quickly. The team has 
acquired some funding and more has been promised. 

NASA awards scholarships every year to rookie 
and second-year teams. Rosie has received $6,000 
from NASA, $1,000 from the Berkshire Power 
Community Grant, and $1,000 from the AHS School 
Council earmarked for the purchase of hardware and 
accessories directly related to the robot. Goodless 
Electric in West Springfield has promised funding as 
well. 

Team members include Dana Henry and John 
Burns, team coordinators; Jim Stone and Keith Stone, 
owners of Interstate Design/Interstage Manufacturing; 
Ed Samson, GM of IDC, and his staff of design engi¬ 
neers; teachers Bob Janik, Elaine Mokrzycki, and 
Arlene Mazza; and students Kyle Henry, Kevin O’Dell, 
Colin Murray, Dayna Decoteau, Bill Cochran, Eric and 
Andy Jensen, Matt Hayden, Matt Weir, Maureen 
Skehan, Steve Goehlert, and Tim Walker. Other vol¬ 
unteers involved are Lynne Henry, Mary Cochran, 
Donna Decoteau, Kris Sexton, Bob Young, Paul 
Bousquet, Paul Jensen, and Paul Goehlert.
